If Mr. Wilson is right in his remarkable charge 
that the calling of informal cabinet meetings for

Neither congress nor any: considerable part 
of the people can share Mr. Wilson’s theory that 
executive responsibilities and problems may. be 
safely jeft in abeyance while the president remains 
for weeks or months not only incapable of dealing 
with them but even,.in Mr. Wilson's awn case, in- 
comunicado. 

The executive musi: never lapse. Thai is an es- 
sential of public safety. Congress Should consider 
its immediate and most imperative duty to pro- 
vide that it does not lapse, that there shall be Ro 
shadow of doubt that in the case of the president’s 
inability to perform his duties. either by reason of 
absence from the-country or of physical or mental 
disability, these duties shall be performed by an- 
other designated official. 

Senator Sherman, we are informed, has a bill 
which formulates a procedure by which the vice 
president shall;perform the duties of the executive 
during the latter's inability to perform them. We 
have not read the bill, but we have no doubt it is 
worthy of careful:consideration by congress. The 
vice president would seem to be the logical official, 
as he is the constitutional successor in case of 
death of the president, has his 
from the pepole. 

As 2 matter of fact, however, the cabinet is 
closer to the incumbent of the presidency, being his 
personal appointees, and:in case of absence or of 2 
disability preswmably to be of brief duration it 
might make for harmony and@ continuity of policy 
to authorize the ranking cabinet officer to act ad 
interim. This has-been the practice which might 
have crystallized as acceptedrprecedent had it not 

‘been for Mr. Wilson's ection.

Which do we prefer, to have the Japanese com- 
ing or going; coming to California or going to 
Siberia?

The Siberians resent the loss of their provinces by 
Japanese attrition. Maybe it is te be military at- 
tritions The Americans resent the loss of their 
west coast by attrition.

Had there been 
echool wash basins the inquirer probably 
would have known more about “ Indlany 
sore eves.” There might have been an 
epidemic of Kansas sore eyes, since the 
divease is apt to be spread by the com- 
mon use of basins, soap, and towels, 

After trachoma has been present some 
years it is noticed that the vision is 
dull, the light cannot freely enter the 
interior of the eye, and the eyelids are 
| scarred and turn inward or “out- 
ward. 

Another common name tor trachoma ts 
granulated lids. Overton says cases of 
early trachoma can be cured by drop- 
ping a solution of bichloride of mercury, 
1 to 2,000, into the eyes daily. The eye 
secretions are not infectious where this 
wash is used. The solution may be a 
Ifttle weaker for some and stronger for 
others, but it should be strong enough 
to camse the eyes to smart for about five 
mizutes. He says patients being 
treated in this way can remain in school 
with safety to the other pupils. 

The Kentucky state board of health has 
been especially active in running 
trachoma clinics. They cure advanced 
cases by operation and make early cases 
non-infegtious by local treatment

“The government saw fit to grant gov- 
ernment clerks a bonus for ae service 
in the safety of the national capitol.

“The American Legton ts not seeking 
a bonus. The American soldier does not 
want a reward for the performance of 
his duty as a citizen. His position is 
based upon simple justice—fair piay. . 
.“ The American Legion was informed 
that congress awaited its views and con - 
sequently gave them expression, but left 
with confidence to congress the necessary 
steps to carry them into effect. Congress 
has taken no definite action since.’
